Washington, May 1.—(Special.)—Senator 
Works, of California, wants to uplift the 
press. As pointing the way, he has intro- 
duced a bill to prohibit any newspaper pub- 
lished in the District of Columbia from giv- 
ing the details of any crime or accident. 

While the Works bill, if it should become 
a law, would shroud in secrecy many of the 
harrowing details of crimes which mark the 
daily march of human progress, it is not at 
all certain that it would 
mean a lessening of 
crime. 

The daily newspaper 
is only the daily record 
of events which tomor- 
row becomes 
nent history. Natural- 
ly, the unusual and the 
exceptional incidents of 
the day's happenings 
are featured, though 
at intervals a  con- 
densed record of ad- 
vancement in business, 
in learning, in science 
and in art is set be- 
fore the public. 

As the “mirror of 
human nature,” the 
newspaper best fills its 
place, which gives the most faithful account 
of the passing show, toned down to meet 
the requirements of wise conventions and 
the demands of decency. 

Senator Works professes to believe that 
the newspaper man revels in this phase of 
his work, and he “shudders to think” of the 
school of crime and debauchery in which 
young men are being brought up and with 
the intimate details of which they must 
become familiar. 

But, who is it that demands this informa- 
tion? He says the publishers of newspapers 
should ask themselves the question. Rather, 
it seems to me, the public which buys the 
papers giving the fullest arid most graphic 
atcounts of wrecks, and fires, and 
dents; that exhausts the editions of yellow 
journals giving the salacieus details of di- 
vorces and murder trials and crimes of 
violence, should ask themselves who is 
responsible.

A. B. Houston, of Decatur, Ga., is secre- 
tary and treasurer of the Deeatur Electric 
Light, Power and Water company. He is a 
son of the late Major Washington J. Hous- 
ton, confederate veteran who traced the 
route for the return of the famous Atlanta 
Institute Bible to Miss Amanda Mayson, 
sister of the Rev. James R. Mayson, founder 
of the seminary, which was burned during 
Sherman’s march to the sea. Miss Mayson 
was one of the donors of the Bible, of the 
class -f 1860, who gave it to the seminary. 
The Bible was sent in 1864 to Dr. Tracy 
Beadle, of Elmira, to hold for Paul Collson, 
who picked it up near the ruins of the sem- 
inary, among some other things evidently 
cast out of a window hurriedly. The Bible 
was sent by The Star-Gazette to Clark 
Howell, three years ago, by request of Cap- 
tain Collson,.- who desired to return it be- 
fore he died. Mr. Howell, editor of The At- 
lanta Constitution, at a reunion of the 
Fighting Forty-second Georgia, at its forty- 
sixth anniversary of the Battle of Atlanta, 
July 22, 1910, presented the Bible to the 
surviving relative, Miss Mayson.

Says Wilson’s Teacher 


Declaring that if in 1860 the southern 
advocates of state rights had construed that 
doctrine as California is now construing it 
they would have held themselves guilty of 
“treason” to the union, Professor Joseph T. 
Derry, once teacher of Woodrow Wilson, 
enthusiastic confederate veteran and well- 
known Georgia historian, contributes a 
unique chapter to the 
Japan controversy. 

Professor Derry’s cdntention is that 
ante-bellum southern state rights advocates 
declared, as does California today, that the 
sovereignty of the state was supreme. But 
he says these advocates believed that if 
they remained in the union they had no 
right to embarrass the other states by enact- 
ing laws or pursuing programs that might 
embroll all of them. When agreement reach- 
ed this stage, the dissenting states could 
set up separate republics, and the remainder 
of the union was absolved of responsibility. 
Confederate veterans are, he says, “amazed”

instrumental in rendering against the south 
the decision to the effect that nation and 
not state was paramount, now virtually 
abrogating that verdict. 

Professor Derry's letter follows: 

The State and the Union. 

“Editor Constitution: The most ultra 
advocate of state rights in the ante-bellum 
days never claimed that a state could re- 
main in the union and take any action 
tending to embarrass the government of the 
United States in its dealings with foreign 
powers. | 

“While they held that paramount sover- 
eignty resided in the state, which had the 
authority to judge for itself when its rights 
were invaded and to decide upon the means 
of redress, even to the extent of withdraw- 
ing from the union, they also held that 
secession would make.a state an independ- 
ent republic and release the union from any 
obligation to defend it. To remain in the 
union placed upon the state the most bind- 
ing obligation to obey the laws of the 
union. 

“Action such .as that which California 
has been proposing to take would have 
heen regarded by the whole south as rank 
treason against sister states and the federal 
union. 

“As has been well said, the question of 
paramount sovereignty was decided against 
us at Appomattox, and we confederate sol- 
diers accepted that decision without mental 
reservation, and have ever deemed ourselves 
honor-bound to abide by it. 

“We old confederates are amazed at the 
action of California, one of the states that 
helped to render the decision against us.

Notice was served on other clubs 
that in case of their failure to discip- 
line players whose actions are ‘“detri- 
mental to the game,” the commission 
itself will act. : 

The commission reserved news of 
any other action it may have taken, 
and if the proposed. congressional in- 
vestigation into the alleged baseball 
trust were discussed at all, as report- 
ed, it was ignored so far as a formal 
report is concerned. é 

The Report. 

The report on the Cobb case fol- 
lows: 

“Player Tyrus Cobb, who avers that 
he was not aware that his status was 
affected by his failure to report at 
the start of its 1912 pennant race to 
the Detroit team, of which he has 
been a member for several seasons, on 
April 25 notified the commission that 
he had entered the service of that 
club with the request that he be 
declared to be In good standing. 

“It appears that the player’s failure 
to: report to the Detroit club was due 
to inability to agree on terms with 
that club. Subsequently to the be- 
sinning of the American league sea- 
son, however, after a brief conferernree 
with the president of his club, these 
differences were amicably adjusted. If 
the only question involved were the 
compensation of the player, the com- 
mission would have been Inclined to 
pass the matter. ‘'TH® commission, 
however, cannot permit the conduct 
of this player in the past to go un- 
noticed. 

“Recognized as one of the greatest 
players of the game, with a salary as 
high as any in the profession, his ac- 
tions on many occasions were such 
as not only to break down the rules 
of discipline, established by the club, 
but harmful to the game’s interests. 
Instead of negotiating with his club 
on a business basis during the early 
spring, he issued ultimatums through 
the press to arouse public sentiment 
in his favor. 

Cobb Censured. 

“Without going Into details the com- 
mission !s informed that in the past 
the player has been guilty of frequent 
violations of essential regulations of 
his club. His public conduct in many 
instances is' too well Known to pa- 
trons of the game to require comment 
thereon by the commission, except to 
serve notice on him and all other 
players that a repetition thereof will 
not be permitted to go unpunished in 
the future, for a realization of the 
game's welfare is of more itmportance 
than the interests of an individual 
Player, however great his ability. 

“The Detroit club is to be command- 
ed for its recent stand and consured 
for its former passive policy in deal- 
ing with the player in matters of this 
kind, and notice is served on al]l clubs 
that in the event of failure on their 
part in the future, properly to descip- 
line the player whose actions are 
deterimental to the game, the commis- 
sion will of its own initiative take ac- 
tion.

FOR THE UNITED STATES 


Washington, May 1.—“The parental 
court of the United States is proposed 
in a bill introduced today by Represent- 
ative Hobson, providing that judges of 
the federal district courts shall exer- 
cise the jurisdiction of such a court, 
except in the: District of Columbia, 
where the president would appoint a 
parental judge. 

The court would have jurisdiction 
over all children 16 years old or less 
in all matters relating to violation of 
feferal statutes; to supply special par- 
ental care, protection and education 
for all children; to keep children from 
any court of record; from commitnient 
to any Institution for punishment, and 
to fix absolute responsibility for all 
persons who assume any parental au- 
thority over children.
